306,430. Ont of the entire 634, 443, 
of what may be called the school going 
age, there is a daily average attendance 
upon public schools of 187,024, private 
schools 29,398; in all, attending 
schools 216, 422, not attending any 
school 274,975, ‘and there are 143,046 
irregulars, who sometimes attend and 
sometimes do not. So that in this, 
the State of our pride and of our 
‘boasted school privileges, the official 
statistics declare that every day more 
children are growing up in igsorance 
than attending school. 

When we think of what dwarfed 
and crippled lives lie just ahead of an 
actual majority of the children of the 
State, and how the interests of the 

itself must suffer in oonsequenoe 


1 the inferiority of average cit senahip 
thus 


can we wonder that 
many thoughtful minds are leaning to 
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the conviction that improvident, igna: 
rant, avaricious and undutifal parents 
should be compelled by law to educate 
their children, if not from choice and 
affection, as a duty they owe the State. 
Does not the State itself owe a duty 
te these children? If parents abandon 
their offspring on the streets, or leave 
them to starve in the fields, shall they 
be left to die? No. The law pro- 
vides how such unfortunates may be 
fed and clothed. 

Why sbould not the same humane 
spirit go further, and decide that 
where the soul and the intellect of the 
child are abandoned by its parents, 
the State will gather in her children 
as a true and faithful mother would 
told them to her breast, and nourish 
their minds with wisdom and strength? 
What possible service could the State 
do them that would awaken within 
them deeper gratitude, or imbue them 
with more lofty patriotism? There 
ought to be some way provided to 
enlighten and to save these Missouri 
children from growing up into full- 
grown heathen. 

Aud how is it with our adult popu- 
lation? We have in the State 84,904 
illiterates, twenty-one years old and 
over. Of these the males are 34,780— 
voters, remember! —and females, 
50,124. 

Missourians can contribute their 
thousands of dollars annually to 


teach the ignorant of other lands to 


read and write, and yet there are 
84,904 grown persons, and a total of 
illiterates over ten years old of 222, 
411 right here at home who never 
read a verse in the Bible in their 
lives. Enough souls to make a hea- 
then State! And yet we are constant- 
ly told that our civilization is ap- 
proaching absolute perfection ! 

Let us revert once more from our 
own State to the general census, and 
the moral blemishes are as revolting 
as the intellectual, and the philosophy 
of the schools, the ingenuity of the 
law-makers, and the piety of the 
Church, seem unable by their united 
of the grand total, "$8,008,971, only 
o © grand to „871, only 
— in any manner con- 
nec with any religious order or 
denomination —ä— 

Now, add the number of the wicked 


who ean read to the number of the 
ignorant who are unable to do so; 
that is, add together the irreligious, 
the illiterate and those who profess 
more piety than they practice, and 
where is your majority? But go on, 
and to the illiterate and irreligious 
add those who are just barely able to 
read and write, and who stop there 
without making any further progress. 
Add to these the number who can read 
and write well enongh but do not 
exert their knowledge for any good 
to themselves or others. Then con- 
sider the paupers, the hospital patients, 
the helpless cripples and the poor 
imbeciles, and is not the number of 
those who are of any use reduced until 
every goed man counts ? 

The census shows the number of 
criminals arrested, the number con- 
victed, the number kept in prison, 
and a great many strange facts con- 
cerning the prevalence of crime, its 
causes, its expense to the honest part 
of the population, and its other con- 
sequences. I cannot ask you to go 
with me into the painful — shocking 
particulars. I will merely give a hasty 
glance at some of the conclusions. 

It is estimated that there is annu- 
ally paid in support of the Gospel, 
$6,000,000 ; in support of criminals 
just double, $12,000,000 ; for tobacco 
and cigars, $610,000,000; for liquors, 

2,200,000,000, of which $1,500, 000, 

goes for the direct support of 
show. 

We call ourselves a people of law 
and order, and yet the agencies em- 
ployed seem inadequate to check the 
growth of crime, or even to arrest and 
punish the criminals. Unredressed 
and unpunished wrongs multiply in 
number and intensify in horror. 

In New York, the murder of Nathan, 
which took place years ago just o 
posite the Fifth Avenue Hot 
remains a mystery to this day, an 
the magnificent brown stone front 
residence in which it eecurred was so 
condemned as # haunted house by 
popular superstition, that, last sum- 
mer when I was there, I saw workmen 
tearing it down because no one would 
live in the fatal place. 

In Philadelphia, the ransom of a 
rince fails to rescue little Charlie

that slew bim remains unknown. 
The assassin fires into the bosom of 
his victim in the light of open day, 
with the sure, steady aim of emotional 
insanity. Robbery is reduced to fine 
art. The absconding defaulter bears 
off with impunity his plunder to forei 
landes. The crafty, full-handed bank- 


rupt exults in his temporary but well- 


rovisioned retirement from active 
business, and with serene satisfaction 

lacidly pities the people who trusted 
bim, 2 attributes their disaster to 
the fact that they vould not wait for 
their money until he was ready to pay: 

The well dressed shop-lifter pilfers 
at the counter where the merchant she 
is robbing, too polite to expose, or too 
eowardly to accuse her, connives at the 
crime he detects but dares not de- 
nounce, for fear it will injure his 
business. The daring rural outlaw 
ditches a train laden with innocent 
women and children, that he may rob 
the mail or the express. The shirki 
prize-fighter has whole columns o 
newspaper notoriety bestowed upon 
him, pockets. his excursion money 
without hesitation, and takes good 
care not to be hit too hard by his 
partner in business. 

Congress, islatare, and even 
Constitutional Convention suffer the 
presence of bribe bearing lobbyists, 
ready to buy or to sell in their infa- 


mous vocation, and the first struggle 


of every wholesome law is like that of 
the infant Hercules tearing the coil of 
venomous serpents from about his 


neck. In this land of civilized charity, 
full of misdirected and mistaken phil- 
anthropies, the sick and sufféring 
stranger languishes and dies before he 
reaches the hospital. The blind beggar 
gropes in the street. The friendiess- 
maniac wreaks his ghastly vengeance 
on the innocent, and weary of life, in 
scenes so strange, the bewildered 
suicide curses his God, anddies. And 
all this in a state, we are often told, 
of satisfactory civilization. 

We are flattered ‘by the progress of 
industrial arts and inventions, but 
are rarely reminded of the dark side 
dark enough, truly, to be thought of 
in silence. The actval champions of 
material energy are comparatively few. 
Think of the bar-rooms crowded with 
loafers; asylums crowded with luna- 
tics ; other asylums crowded with the 
blind, the deaf and the dumb; work- 
houses crowded with paupers; hospi- 
tals crowded with lazy convalescen 
willing to wait until they are kick 
out; penitentiaries crowded with con- 
victs ; county jails crowded with petty 
criminals and malefactors awaiting 
trial; criminal dockets thicker than 
the family Bible ; grand juries, judges,

The whole 
of Christendom looks on the soil of 
the Promised Land as holy, and there 
is hardly an acre from thickly wooded 
Lebanon in the north to the desert 
in the south, that has not been the 
‘scene of some prominent and im- 
portant event. at the Hebrew 
race is to become at some time in 
the distant future, when certain 
vague and not easily understood pro-

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We have a conviction, contrary to 
the judgment of many, that a private 
enterprise is apt to be more successful 
than a regularly organized expedition. 
The latter is likely to nse more ordi- 
nary methods and to lack the zeal aud 
personal responsibility of the former. 
When business of importance is to be 
accomplished it can be more satisfac- 
torily done by one earnest administra- 
tive man than by a cumbersome 
committee. We should hesitate to 
utter a word of criticism even con- 
cerning the efficiency of.the expedi- 
tion which is excavating in the regien 
of Jerusalem. Still it occurs to us to 
say, in spite of the admonition of 
that expedition not to engage in or 
encourage any private enterprises, 
that a private enterprise is just as 
likely to make important discoveries 
as the not entirely satisfactory or- 
anization which has the work in 
and. It is a pity that nothing can 
be found which will fix some important 
site, like that of the Temple, which 
will be a key to other important dis- 
coveries. We have strong hopes that 
the day is not far distant when new 
light will be thrown on these disputed 
matters, and when the Ohristian 
Church can have some definite concep- 
tion of the city which to their affee- 
tion is the centre of all things earthly.

In the admission of persons to mem- 
bership the question of capacity to 
render valuable service to the Asso- 
ciation is not considered, the Gospel 
theory and practice. of the stro 
aiding the weak is recognized — 
carried ont, that the whole community 
may rise together. 

In Richfield, the leading settlement, 
135 families work in the Order. 

The capital of the organization is 
under the control of the Board of 
Directors, who are elected by the 
members, each person having credit 
according to the amount of property 
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or means that be has placed therein. 
Most kinds of work is done by con- 
tract, based on cash prices, and the 
surplus credits accruing from a man’s 
labor, over what he draws for the 
sustenance of himself and family, 
are placed to his credit on capital 
stock. Occasionally, when a member 
wants a house built, and has not 
uite enough credit or stock to pay 
or it, the Order builds it for him, and 
in course of a short time his credits 
increase and he pays for it, thus mak- 


ing the system one of the best mutual 


benefit associations in existence. 

Besides the general stock concern, 
the people have stewardships, which 
are separate, and which include their 
homes, city lots, pigs, chickens, cows, 
etc., which by industry and tact, they 
put to good use in procuring extras 
with their products, the substantials 
being furnished from the main source 
of supply. 

The Order in Richfield now owns 
a grist mill, which cost between 
$10,000 and $11,000, and also a steam 
saw, lath and shingle mill, at which 
about thirty men are employed. The 
horse herd of the association includes 
about 200 head of animals, the cattle 
herd 800, and the sheep herd 1,700, 
and a tannery belonging to the 
county. 

About half a dozen shoemakers are 


at work in the Order, and carpenters, 
masons and tenders to the number of 
about twenty, besides forty-five that 
are farming something over 1,100 
acres of land, and a few men are at 
work making furniture, besides other 
branches of business that are in 
operation. . 

A few of the older meu stay around 
home and attend to the heavier labors 
in that department, such as wood 
hauling, attending to water ditches, 
plowing, etc., so that everybody has 
something to do. 

Some difficulty was met with the 
first year, but the organization and 
its operations being based upon benign 
Gospel principles and a well defined 
business system, obstacles are fast 
disappearing, and a feeling of brotherly 
kindness is increasing. 

Brother Joseph A. has the confi- 
dence of the people, a fact we have 
heard testified to time and time again 
from various persons from that part 
of the Territory. He has endeavored 
to show the people an example by 
laboring for their welfare, and casting 
in his all with theirs, and the conse- 
qaence is that a foundation is bei 
laid in that part of Utah, which,

CIVILIZATION AMONG THE INDIANS. 


— — — 


Yesterday (July 21st) we met with 
brother G. W. Hill, who has charge of 
acolony of several hundred Indians, 
mostly of the Shoshone, Bannock and 
Pab Ute tribes. They are Indians 
who have come ferward and demanded 
to be baptized. The location is in 
Malad Valley, Idahe Territory, and 
quite a breadth of land has been 
farmed by them during the nt 
season, one hundred acres of wheat 
have been sown, twenty-five acres of 
corn, five and a half of potatoes, and 
about four acres of various kinds of 
vegetables, all of which give promise 
of a fair yield. 

Thess Indians are exceedingly in- 
dustrious, working as faithfully and 
almost as expertly as white people. 


The younger men do the laborious 
work, and attend to it without mur- 
muring. At present they are camped 
out, but they express great anxiety to 
begin to build houses and live in 
them, like white people, and as soon 
as the site of the settlement is decided 
upon, which will be when a canal now 
being constructed is fully located, the 
erection of dwellings will be com- 
menced. They declare their intention 
to wander about no more, but to lead 
industrious and respectable lives, at 
peace with all their fellow creatares, 
refraining from stealing and all man- 
ner of bad practices, and abide by the 
conditions of their baptism, which are 
that they shall cease every species of 
wrong-doing. Elder Hill has bap-

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tized about three hundred since last 
spring. 

The change for the better that has 
come over these denizens of the 
mountains is indeed remarkable, which 
is strikingly evident to a person passing 
through their camp at meal times, as 
they will not fidw partake of food until 
they have returned thanks tothe Lord 
and asked his blessing upon it; they 
offer np, their devotions to the Great 
Spirit“ morning and evening, and 
attend religious service on Sunday 

aying the strictest attention an 

having with the most scrupulous 
‘decorum. 

They appear to enjoy themselves 
very much, and, since their location 
in the place mentioned, several hun- 
dreds being camped together, there 


has never been the slightest indication 
even of a disposition to quarrel with 
each other. Sach is the simplicity of 
their faith in God that when any are 
sick among them they call for the 
administration of the ordinance for the 
sick, when they are almost invariably 
healed. They labor with an under- 
standing and willingness that all shall 
share in the results, without any in- 
clination to work alone for individual, 
but for the general weal. 

They have their own horses, and 
plow, sow and do other farm work 
with readiness. Besides this laborin 
on their own farm, they have obtain 
some means by plowing land for other 
rties, having done so on the Box 
Ider County Oo-operative field.— 
Deseret News.

Ir will be seen by the perusal of a letter from President Brigham Young, to 
be found in another column of this Star, that our time has come to bid adieu 
to the Elders and Saints whose lot it is to remain for a season longer in Baby- 
lon, to return to family, friends, and our much-loved home in Zion, with the 
company which will leave Liverpool on the 15th instant. 

We arrived in England on the 21st of March, 1874, our sojourn, therefore, 
in the European Mission has been brief, extending over a period of about 
eighteen months ; but it has been very pleasant, and the experiences gained 
profitable to ourself, and we sincerely hope not unpleasant nor altogether un- 
profitable to others. 

Many of the acquaintances formed, and the associations enjoyed while on 
this mission, will ever be fondly remembered and cherished by us as among 
‘the most blessed and agreeable of our life. We have greatly rejoiced in the 
intelligence, faithfulness, purity and zeal displayed in the labors of the Elders 
throughout the Mission, with whom it has been our excellent good fortune to 
be associated. They have Jabored without ceasing; their minds have been 
upon the duties of their high and important callings ; they have sought after 
the meek and the honest of heart and the erring, to bring them toa knowledge 
of the truth as it is in Christ Jesus; their lives have been pure and exem- 
plary, and their wisdom and counsel such as the world ought, and the Saints, 
we trust, will esteem and prize above all price. And now we say to them, one 
and all, Brethren, God bless you, and by the right and virtue of the holy 
Priesthood we bless you. To those who remain we say—Continue your labors 
in mighty faith, run well and faint not, preach good tidings unto the meek, 
bind up the broken hearted, proclaim liberty to the captive, comfort those who 
mourn and point them to Zion, for the acceptable year of the Lord and the 
day of vengeance of our God is at hand; and continue to lead out in every 
good word and work, realizing, as the Elders and Saints in Israel only can, 
that it is not the theory nor the preaching alone, but the absolute practice of 
that pure religion, and undefiled before God and the Father, that will redeem 
the world from sin and save the people alive. To the Elders returning home 
Keep on the armor of righteousness; continue to battle manfully for the 
redemption of Zion, the liberties of the Saints, and the safety of the Lord's 
‘anointed, against every foe arrayed in hostility thereto. Above all let us 
conquer our own weaknesses, and hold our wills in subjection to the law of 
God, that our feet may be firmly planted and our progress unwavering in the 
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narrow path. To the poor Saints scattered abroad among the nations of the 
earth—Partake not of the ways and sins of Babylon—shake them off, and 
come out of her that ye receive not of her plagues, for God, though long- 
suffering, will yet come out of his hiding place and vex the nations, how soon 
we know not, but surely the signs of the times betoken the day near at hand. 

Save up the pennies—when multiplied they make pounds—rely upon God, 
and yourselves, using the light and wisdom he has given you to economize and 
labor with an object in view. Stop the waste of means on useless pleasures 
until the great object—to gather to Zion, is accomplished ; let this be first in 
the mind ; work with a will—keep it in view—and you will accomplish it. It 
would afford but poor consolation to be told that on an average about one- 
tenth—the amount due to the Lord, of the earnings of the people is spent 
in beer and tobacco alone. Given freely to the Devil, worse than thrown 
away! No wonder it is difficult for some to obey the law of God, they are 
trying to serve two masters. The faithful Saint cannot afford to divide his 
affections nor his interests between the kingdom of God and the kingoms of 
Satan. Purify yourselves that you may come out of the pit clean and from 
the furnace without the smell of fire upon your garments. Help to sustain 
the Work of God in your native lands while you remain by every means in 
your power,—you will lose nothing, but be gainers by it. 

We know whereof we speak, and can and do bear testimony thereto. We 
do know the kingdom of God is established upon the earth, and the cry is 
going forth, ‘‘fear God and give glory to him, for the hour of bis judgment 
is come; immediately to follow this solemn warning is the saying, to go 
forth, Babylon is fallen, is fallen ;’—let us not only escape from the fall of 
that great city,” but secure the riches of eternal life in the City of our God. 

With a heart full of unspeakable gratitude to God for his mercies, with love 
to our fellow-laborers and the Saints throughout this mission, and the world, 
we pray for the prosperity of Zion, and the triumph of the household of faith ; 
in whose interests we have pledged our life and labors, knowing, not merely 
believing that when this earthly house of our tabernacle is dissolved we shall 
have a building of God not made with hands, eternal in the heavens. Counting 
all things but filth and dross compared with the excellency of the knowledge 
ok Jesus Christ, we mean and are determined by the help of God to press on, 
seeking and desiring strength and wisdom to continue steadfast. unto the end. 
We do not hesitate to pledge ourself in the service of God, to declare ourself 
‘on his side, to denounce the wickedness of the world, and to our utmost fortify 
ourself by every possible righteous means in thé covenant of the Gospel, for 
woe know it is true. 

This is our testimony in brief, and with it we leave our blessing and our 
affectionate farewell with the Elders, the Saints and our friends in Great 
Britain and Europe, and particularly those with whom we have been most 
intimately associated, and with whom we have had many seasons of rejoicing.

OBITUARY. 
—— 

MititeR.—Died in this city, on Friday evening, the 6th day of August, 
1875, of inflammation of the lungs, William Miller, in the 62nd year of his 
age. Deceased was born in Livingston County, State of New York, Janu 
Sth, 1814. He embraced the Gospel of Jesus Christ as taught by the Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, and was baptized at Kirtland, Ohio, 
October 28th, 1834. At the Conference held April 6th, 1835, he was ordained 
an Elder and sent on a mission to his native State and Michigan, where he 
labored for a time doing much good and then returned home. He left Kirt- 
land, Ohio, for Missouri, March IOth, and arrived at Far West, May 7th, 
where he settled making improvements and built a good house. In the month 
of February following he left Far West, being obliged to do so under the 
exterminating order issued by Gofernor Boggs, of Missouri, and arrived at 
Booneville, Illinois, in March, 1839, where he remained some two years, fol- 
lowing farming for a livelihood; during his residence at this place he 
organized a Branch of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. In 
the winter of 1841 he removed to Nauvoo, Hancock County, IIlinois, and was 
present at the laying of the south-east corner stone of the Nauvoo Temple; 
he resided at this place until the exodus of the Saints in 1846. Some time in 
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January of the same year he was arrested by the officers at the Temple in 
Nauvoo, and taken to Carthage, supposing him to be President Brigham 
Young; the officers introduced him as such in Hamilton's Hotel, Carthage, 
but they soon found out their mistake and set him at liberty. He led a com- 
pany across the plains arriving in the valley of Salt Lake, September 22nd, 
1849. In the fall of 1850 he settled down at Springville City, Utah County, 
where he remained until July 17th, 1860, when he came to Provo City to pre- 
side. He has been on missions to the southern portion of the Territory and 
to Europe, and has held offices of trust and responsibility. He was quarter- 
master of the Second Division of the Utah Militia, and First Counselor to 
President A. O. Smoot. The deceased was a man of sterling integrity, gen- 
tlemanly and unassuming in his disposition and a good citizen. He died full 
in the faith and in the hope of a glorious resurrection. His remains were 
taken to Springville, where the funeral services took place, the meeting-house 
being crowded to overflowing. The vast congregation were addressed by 
President A. O. Smoot and Elder David John, whose remarks were very ap- 
propriate to the occasion.— Utah County Times, Aug. 8th.

Dear Brother,—Having just re- 
turned from a tour in the country, I 
thought I would wrife you a brief ac- 
count of the same. On Wednesda 
last brother Barton and myself left 
Sheffield to fill some appointments. 
We walked to Holbrook a distance of 
eight miles and called on brother Gill. 

e then went to Marsbro for the pur- 
pose of helding an out-door meeting ; 
arriving there we went around the 
town from house te house and invited 
the people to come and hear us. One 
lady when she heard we were Latter- 
day Saints seemed much moved and 
invited us into the house. Sheinformed 
us that she had been a member of our 
Church 30 years ago, but had lost all 
trace of us; she was very much 
pleased—said she would “rather see 
us than twe kings.” We had an 
attentive congregation. 

On Sunday, 22nd, we visited Bol- 
sover, and met Elder Maughan and 
several brethren from Chesterfield, as 
previously 3 We held two 
good meetings at this place in the open 
air. On Monday 14 23rd, we 
held a meeting in the Market- place at 
stood the — 
platform, a hymn and opened our 
meeting. "While Elder Barton was 
speaking a man commenced to inter- 
rupt—others joined him, and they 
threatened to throw us off the plat- 


form. Excitement ran high, several 
of them made an attempt to do ao, 
but could net; I held on to the pump, 
A stranger appeared and threw off the 
men assaulting us.

Dear Brother,—Sinece my last cor- 
respondence to you I have traveled 
ten days in Hereford and Worcester 
Counties, and held nine meetings. I 
met with Elder Thomas Steed at Mal- 
vern, who accompanied me to holda 
Camp meeting at Brinstie Commons. 
We had an audience of some 200 

ople, and very good attention paid 

y the majority of them, notwith- 
standing Mr. Williams again came with 
some more men from Bromyard, to 
try and break up our meeting. As soon 
as I got up to speak, he commenced, 
but I paid no attention, but kept on 
speaking until some one interfered on 
our behalf and cavilled with him ; they 
drew around them most of the young 
boys, and we carried on our meeting 
which was addressed by Elder Steed, 
myself, Elders Belliston and Philpotts. 
Four persons have been baptized since 
our last meeting. We had another 
out-door meeting at Acton, and ve 
good attendance, at the close of whic 
a woman gave her name for baptism.

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engaged the Lecture Hall for us. We 
engaged the bellman to go around 
twice, and announce that three mis- 
siovaries from America would preach 
in the evening, and we had a very 
nice, respectable audience, although 
the weather was not very 2 
A couple of young gentlemen de 
tained us after the meeting, and asked 
several questions, which we answered, 
and turning to the passages of Scrip- 
ture to substantiate the same to their 
satisfaction, apparently, for they ac- 
companied us nearly to our lodgings, 
asking questions on the way. 

We came back to Malvern, the 
native place of Eider Steed, and where 
he has quite a circle of friends and 
acquaintances. We had announced a 
camp meeting on Malvern Commons. 
The weather on Saturday and all night 
was very rainy. Sunday morning 
turned out fine, and we had asplendid 
congregation, the ground dried up so 
scores of people could sit on the nice 
green grass. We had a very good 
audience. One man who used to be 
in the Church at an early day gave his 
name for re-baptism, and after the 
close of our evening meeting quite a 
number of people gathered around us 
and asked a great many questions. 

On arriving at brother Jones,“ near 
Powick, sister Jones remarked, ‘‘How 
lenely we are here without meetings.” 
I replied we can get up a meeting very 
easily, although it was then half. past

We 
spent twe nights at Stanwick and 


preached each night. After the close 


of the last meeting, a Wesleyan re- 
former came up to us, and wished to 
propound some questions. He thought 
we laid too much stress upon the 
subject of baptism.” We replied ne 
more so than Jesus Christ himself did, 
He that believeth and is baptized, 
shall be saved.” Also— ‘‘ Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, ye must be 
born again.” He thought that the 
3,000 people on the day of pentecost, 
were not all baptized.” I replied, I 
should infer from the Scripture that 
they were—they were pricked in their 
hearts and exclaimed, ‘‘Men and 
brethren what shall we do?” Peter 
told them what they must do in order 
to become adopted citizens of the 
kingdom of God, —“ Repent and be 
baptized every one of you,” and we 
are informed tbat 3,000 souls were 
added unto the Church on that day. 
An infidel then came to the rescue of 
our Wesleyan friend, and stated that 
Peter never could have baptized so 
many in one day.” We granted he 
could not alone, but we reminded him 
that there were twelve Apostles, also 
Seventy, and then another Seven- 
ty,” that were called to the ministry 
by Christ, all of whom had the autho- 
rity to baptize, and no doubt the 
majority of these disciples were pre- 
sent on this occasion.
